the man who is considered to have been the 
keenest analyst of human nature. The 
commission was given to Auguste Rodin. 
Rodin took nearly a decade to conceive his 
idea. In last year’s Saion he exhibited the 
plaster model of the statue. What he dis- 
p-ayed was something brutal, grotesque, 
almost shapeless, hideous, gross. It wasa 
figure swathed in a heavy robe, which con- 
cealed all the outlines. The head, thrown 
back, was of savage aspect, cavernous eyes, 
a nose like a bird’s beak, the mouth of a 
beast. 

Every one was horrified, scandalized. 
There were protests from every side. The 
statue was deciared to be a monstrosity. 
The sculptor was accused of having offered 
French literature a deliberate insult. The 
Society of Men of Letters rejected the work. 

The great question of rea-istic expression 
versus ideal suggestion in plastic art was 
fiercely argued. One critic declared Rodin 
had sought to show “the soul of Balzac, 
the boundiess self-assertion of the great 
workman, the flaming spirit of one given to 
labor and triumph’; in other words, the 
statue was not a portrait but asymbo:. It 
expressed everything that made Ba‘zac 
what he was. 

Rodin’s own explanation was not e:ucidat- 
ing. He seid: ; 

“I fee] that I have rea‘ized my conception 
absolutely. I wished to show the great 
worker haunted by night with an idea and 
rising to transcribe it at his writing desk. 
I thought of him as foreseeing the new at- 
tacks that-he would be submitted to and dis-

. WITH MAKING $500,000. 


Pays Debt on West Pullman Church, 
Works Without Salary, and Pur- 
poses to Erect $50,000 Memorial in 
Englewood, Where He Preached 
Formerly—Learns of His Financial 
Success Recently—Rock River Con- 
ference May Give Him a Charge. 


Grateful for the success that has crowned 
his efforts to amass a fortune the Rev. 
Larkin A. Rockwell, pastor of the West 
Pullman Methodist Episcopal Church, has 
lifted the $2,500 mortgage that weighted 
down the congregation, and is contemplating 
the erection of a memorial structure to cost 
$50,000. The new building will be three 
blocks east of the present Englewood Second 
Methodist Episcopal Church, of which he 
was pastor prior to his transfer to the West 
Pullman church. Another transfer is said 
to await the return of Mr. Rockwell from 
Arizona, where he is ill. The cabinet of the 
Rock River conference, now in session, is 
contemplating sending him to the Merrill 
Church, South Ashland avenue and Fifty- 
fifth street. 

A few years ago when Mr. Rockwell was 
a struggling pastor, drawing a small salary 
and doing his best to further the interests 
of the Englewood church, he was induced to 
invest his savings in certain Arizona mines. 
He believed the prospect for large results 
good, but anticipated no such return as he 
has received. From a small income as pas- 
tor of a suburban church he has become a 
rich man, his holdings being estimated to 
be worth more than $500,000. Some of his 
friends even place his wealth at more than 
$1,000,000. 
Preaches Without Pay. 

Mr. Rockwell was not oversanguine of his 
prespects when transferred to West Pull- 
man. He found a church laden with a mort- 
gage under which the congregation was 
doing its best to live. - The interest was 
about all they could pay, and it began to look 
for a time as if they would be compelled 
to permit it to lapse. During the summer 
just passed Mr. Rockwell received the first 
intimation that his investments in Arizona 
were prospering. He made a visit to his 
properties, and when he returned the $2,500 
debt was lifted. The mortgage was given 
to the Board of Trustees, who, for the first 
time, saw their handsome brick edifice free 
The pastor further informed them 
that henceforth he would ask no remunera- 
tion for his services, his only demand on his 
congregation being their united effort to 
make the West Pullman church one of the 
strongest suburban organizations in the 


city. 
Falls Ill in Arizona. 


A few weeks ago Mr. Rockwell started 
again for Arizona, with the expectation of 
returning in time to attend the Rock River 
conference. Iliness befe!l him. and for more 
than a month he has been unable to return. 
His family remains at the church parson. 
age, anxiously awaiting his coming. Each 
time as he was about to start he grew worse, 
Gradually the news of his good fortune be- 
came pubiic, and hundreds of his friends 
have called on his family to extend their 
congratulations. 

The transfer of Mr. Rockwell to the Mer- 
rill Church is said to have been determined 
upon, because he deserves a larger field in 
which to labor as well as to use the wealth 
he is so anxious to convert to the good of the 


cause. A protest, however, is expected from 


the West Pullman congregation, which has 
grown to value its pastor, aside from the 
benefactions it has enjoyed. They seek his 
return again to show their appreciation of 
his work and his aid in helping them to bear 
their burdens until he could lift them him-

A gma:l part of Calumet Lake enters the 
property near One Hundred and Third 
Street. Although the water in the lake at 
this point is shallow, by dredging ‘agoons 
cou:id be made. 


Wildwood a Natural Park. 


The forty-four acres of land at Wildwood 
is owned by Mrs. George M. Pullman, and 
was formerly the home of Colonel James 
Bowen. It is a natural park already, with 
ravines and small lakes. The removal of 
the trees and shrubbery is all that would 
have to be done to make the place attractive 
and beautiful. A committee of the park 
commission will be selected tod call upon 
Mrs, George M. Pullman. They will try to 
persuade her to donate the land. The north 
boundary of Wildwood is One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh stréet and a branch of the 
Calumet River forms the south line. East 
and west it extends from Wentworth avenue 
to the Illinois Central railroad. 

Among the improvements considered when 
work is begun on the parks are the making 
of Lake avenue from Seventy-eighth street 
to the Wlilard tract into a boulevard and 
the building of a street at One Hundred and 


. Fourth street to connect South Chicago and 


Pullman. 

The establishment of the parks in the 
southern suburbs of the city has been agi- 
tated for some time by Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann, ex-Alderman Math, 
and others. It will have the effect of in- 
creasing land values, providing resorts, 
drawing desirable residents, and of building 


up the small towns in proximity. The mat- 


ter of securing appropriations for the neces- 
sary improvements and maintenance has not 
yet been discussed, but is expected to come 
up at a meeting soon of the members of the 
special park commission.

Motorman Dowse Probably Fatally In- 

jured and Eight Passengers Suffer, 

Including Rev. Matthew Hanley~ 


Man at Electric Lever Blamed by | 


Witnesses, Who Say He Failed to 
Wait While Conductor Ran Ahead 
to the Track.

on to Whiting and the disabled one was 
taken back to the Englewood yards. 

_**]T cannot understand why the motorman 
did not stop,”* said Engineer Smith. ‘‘I was 
running slowly and was half a block from 
the crossing when I first saw the car. I dis- 
tinctly saw the conductor signal the motor- 
man to stop, but the latter did not comply, 


and the car slowly bumped across the track, 


Theré was no time to stop, though I re- 
versed the engine and applied the brakes.” 

H. O. Smith, the fireman, gave the samé 
account of the circumstances of the accident, 
and Conductor V. D. Cressler of the Lake 
Shore train corroborated it. 


Conductor Davis Talks. 

Conductor Davis said he had been in- 
structed by the Calumet officials to keep 
silence, but he made a brief statement. 

““T was outside of the car when it hap- 
pened,’” he said, “ and consequently do not 
know why it was that the car did not stop 
when I signaled. The train was going ata 
rapid rate, and was half a block away when 
I reached the crossing. Dowse did not seem 
to be in anhy difficulty with the controlling 
mechanism.” 

Residents of the district, who have been 
holding mass-meetings and otherwise agi- 
tating for track elevation, blame the rail- 
road companies for not having a flagman at 
the crossing after nightfall, when, they say, 
there is the most need of one. 

Father Sylvester Moloney of St. Laurence 
Church at Grand Crossing has been agitating 
track elevation for several weeks, and when 
he heard of the accident declared it was only 
one of the natural results of grade crossings. 

“Several weeks ago John O'Neill, super- 
intendent of track elevation, and several 
other men went over that who:e ground, and 
when we came to the Seventy-ninth street 
crossing Mr. O'Neill at once said it was 
dangerous.” 

Alderman Jones to Take Action. 

Alderman Jones of the Thirty-third Ward, 
in which the accident occurred, was on the 
scene within half an hour gathering evi- 
dence concerning the means for guarding 
the crossing. 

‘‘T intend to take action in this matter to- 
morrow morning,” he said. ‘* Itis clear that 
had the gates been closed there would have 
been no accident, and why there should 
not be a flagman in charge of the crossing 
is an enigma to me. I shall go first to the 
Lake Shore railway officials and ask them to 
place a gateman on the crossing. If I meet 
with objection or even reluctance on their 
part I shall move in the Council tomorrow 
night that a guard be ordered stationed 


there.”’ 


STORM’S DEAD NUMBER NINE. 


List of Killed in Tornado at Biwabik, 
Minn., Is Increased—Many 
Persons Injured. | 


Biwabik, Minn., Oct. 7.—The tornado’ in 
this vicinity last evening was the most vio- 
lent ever experienced hereabouts. The storm 
cut a pathway 150 feet in width through the 
northwestern corner of this town, demol- 
ishing all the buildings struck. The prop- 
erty loss is estimated at $100,000 and the 
known fatalities number nine, with a score 
or more injured—some severely, others only 
slightly.

DECLARE FOR MUNICIPAL @WN- 
ERSHIP OF STREET RAILWAYS. 


Delegates to Chicago Federation Adopt 


& Special Committee's Report Answer- 


ing Commission’s Questions — De- 
nounces Compensation for Fran- 
chises as Robbery Pure and Simple— 
Call Reformers Hypocrites Who 
Would Sell People’s Rights. 


The meeting of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor yesterday was largely given over 
to a Giscussion of the report of the special 
committee appointed to draft a reply to the 
questions submitted to that body by the 
Street Railway commission. As indicated by 
the ‘discussion of the question at the last 
meeting of the federation, the report favors 
municipal ownership as well as nyunicipal 
operation of the properties. The recom- 
mendations contained in the report were 
concurred in, and the committee was author- 
ized by a resolution to invite the Presidents 
of the several labor organizations of Chi- 
cago to coéperate in order to obtain the 
widest: publicity to the recommendations, 
and to secure the most effective forces look- 
ing to municipal ownership of the properties 
in question along the lines of the report. 

Considerable discussion followed. the read- 
ing of the report, and there was some sharp 
criticism of those portions which reflected 
upon the motives of influential business-men 
of the city in favoring compensation for 
franchises. The report declared that com- 
pensation was robbery, and that the re- 
formers advocating it were hypocrites who 
would sell the birthright of the people for 
a mess of pottage. 


Expiration Restores Original Status. 

“ A franchise granted for a fixed term must 
necessarily restore the original status,” the 
report states, ‘‘ when such franchise expires, 
without any Jegislative action. Municipal 
ownership of the franchises is a resulting 
Status of the expiration of the grant and not 
an act of positive legislation. From the day 
the grant expires the street railway com- 
panies do not only have no right to the use of 
the streets but they are trespassers and can 
be held liable for a reasonable charge for 
rent, storage, and damages, if any, for every 
day their rolling stock and roadbed remains 
in place thereafter. 

-* Hence the city can compel them, at their 
own expense, to remove every vestige of their 
track from the streets, or, at the option of 
the city, enter into an arrangement with the 
companies for its use for the public benefit at 
a reasonable charge until such time as the 
legal transfer of the same can be effected, to 
be judicially determined by an appraisal 
upon the market value of the materials en- 
tering into its construction. This appraisal 
cannot take cognizance of franchise value, 
neither should cost of construction enter into 
the appraisal for the reason the city at the 
expiration of the grant has the right to its 
streets clear of trackage or other property. 
and in paying for the raw material it sayes 
the street railway companies the cost of re- 
moving such material from the streets. 


Compensation a Form of Robbery. 

“ Compensation is merely a form of rob- 
bery. It is using the street railway com- 
panies as tax collectors to extort from those 


who of necessity must ride on the cars a 


charge over and above the value of their 
ride, to be paid into the public treasury to 
relieve the property-owners from paying just 
that amount of taxes. Itis robbery pure and 
simple under the form of law. It is uncon- 
stitutional and an abuse of the power of tax- 
ation that should not for a moment be tol- 
erated. 

“The cry for compensation is under the 
surface merely the cry of down-town land- 
lords for a share in the amount extorted 
from the people by the franchise holders. 
It is gotten up by the influential men who 
will by this meaps compel the franchise 
holders to ‘divvy’ the spoils with them. 
Compensation is therefore a form of rob- 
bery, and reformer advocating com- 
pensation is a hypocritical reformer who 
would sell the birthright of the people for a 
mess of pot

Educational System. 


A resolution was also introduced denounc- 
ing the unnecessary studies alleged to be 
fo on young children and appealing te 
the Board of Education to take such steps 
as will remedy the abuse until such a time 
as the school fund will permit pupils to be 
taught “‘ without robbing the pupils who 
need the essential studies of the privileges 
which are theifs by right.”’ 

After a rather warm discussion it was de- 
feated, several speakers saying the federa- 
tion was going too far in attempting to inter- 
fere with the public schools. ~ 

T. W. Dee, Secretary of the Galveston 
Trades council, addressed the federation, ap- 
pealing for financial help for the trades 
unionists who suffered by the hurricane. A 
resolution was passed instructing the dele- 
gates to ask their respective unions to give 
such assistance as in their power. 

The boycott against the Swift company 
came up for discussion on an inquiry from 
the State Fed¢ration of. Labor, and the Or- 
ganization committee was instructed to push 
the boycott with all possible energy. 


Working with the Plumbers. 


A desperate ‘effort is being made by the 
leaders of the Building Trades council to 
prevent the journeymen plumbers from vot- 
ing to withdraw from the council at their 
meeting tonight. Missionaries from several 
different trades are hard at work in an effort 
to keep them in line, and promises of radical 
reforms in the methods of the council are 
held out which, it is urged, will bring about 
a settlement of the pending lockout. It is 
claimed by friends of the council the work 
has been so effective that the motion to with- 
draw will certainly be defeated. Nothing of 
moment came from the meeting of plumbers 
at 2744 Wentworth avenue yesterday after- 
noon beyond a heated argument on the ques- 
tion of withdrawal from the council. 

The twenty puncher helpers who went out 
on a strike on Saturday at the plant of the 
Chicago Shipbuilding company at One Hun- 
dred and First street and the Calumet River 
demand $1.75 a day or an increase of 15 
cents. Thestrikers were getting $1.60 for ten 
hours. Originally the helpers were getting 
$1.50 for ten hours, but that salary was in- 
creased 10 cents three weeks ago.

POSTAL GLERES SAY 


JOIN CARRIERS IN REFUSING TO 


ATTEND ANNEX DEDICATION. 


Fear That Tenight’s Celebration Will 
Take on a Political Tinge, General 
Ill Feeling Toward Gordon, and the 
Fact That They Were Not Consulted 
Are the Reasons Given—Postmaster 
Enters a General Denial—Program 
of the Exercises. 


Following the example given by the letter- 
carriers last k the Executive committee 
of the Chicago Postoffice Clerks’ association 
adopted a resolution yesterday that the mem- 
bers do not accept Postmaster Gordon's in- 
vitation to attend the dedicatory ceremonies 
of the new postoffice annex, to take place on 
the lake front this evening. In explaining 
their refusal to accept Postmaster Gordon's 
invitation, members of the committee assert 
that their associaion was not consulted con- 
cerning arrangements for the exercises. 

Other postoffice employés seem to think 
that the dedication will have a political 
tinge, and that it will be utilized by certain 
candidates in making capital. Behind both 
refusals, however, is said to be a feeling of 
hostility, growing out of the charges of fa- 
voritism in connection with certain promo- 

and appointments. 
“The subject is too foolish and absurd to 
dignify by discussing it,’’ Postmaster Gordon 
said last night. “ it probable that any 
Repubmican Congress 
litical speech when he knows that there is a 
Democratic Congressmen ready to follow 
him? All of the Chicago Congressmen have 
been invited, without any regard to party, 
and most of them will be there. The action 
taken would make one think that the em- 
ployés had been ordered to attend. That is 
not the case. There is nothing mandatory 
about the attendance. A cordial invitation 
has been given to all employés to attend. 
The ceremonies are informal, and no order 
has been issued requiring their presence. If 
they come it will be purely optional on their 
part. I expect most of them to be present.”’ 

The dedicatory ceremonies will begin at 8 
p.m. Part of the mailing division and the 
new portion of the building has been parti- 
‘tioned off and a platform has been erected 
which the speakers and the invited guests 
will occupy. About the platform have been 
placed chairs for the carriers, clerks, and 
other employés. Every employé has been 
invited to attend. This includes the men

The ceremonies are to be informal and will 
be opened with music by the Weber Quartet. 
Postmaster Charles U. Gordon will then 
make the opening remarks. In these he will 
speak of the postoffice service and the dif- 
ferent departments.

TAKE UP GREED TODAY. 


CHICAGO PRESBYTERY TO DECIDE 
IF IT WANTS A CHANGE. 


Committee’s Recommendation Is for a 
Shorter Confession of Faith, But a 
Large Element Is Said te Oppose 
Adoption of Report—Dr. David C. 
Marquis Will Lead the Opposition to 
Any Amendment of Present State- 
ment of Belief. 


The Chicago Presbytery will decide at a 
special meeting at the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church at 10:30 o'clock this morning 
whether or not it will favor the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Bills and 
Overtures for a new, short supple- 
mental to the Westminster Confession of 
Faith. With the proposition to change the 
rule regarding active membership this mat- 
ter will be a special order. The presbytery 
at Peotone recently agreed upon this method 
of settlement. 

Because of the importance of the question 
the session promises to be one of the most 
interesting ever held. David C. Marquis has 
given notice that he will offer as a substitute 
a resolution stating to the General Assembly 
that it is the desire of the Chicago Presby- 
tery that no change be made. 

The Bills and Overtures committee, which 
consisted. of D. 8. Johnsdén, Clarence G. 
Reynolds, and A. A. Pfanstiehl, agreed 


' unanimously upon the adoption of a supple- 


mental creed, “‘ setting forth the doctrines 
most widely and surely believed among us, 
harmonizing the system of doctrine in the 
confession, and embracing such additional 
statements of divine truth as in these latter 
days the fuller light of God’s word has 
brought to the knowledge of men.’ Dr. 
Marquis’ substitute will urge that, while 
the presbytery of Chicago is net opposed 
to a change, “ it belMeves it inexpedient and 
inopportune under present conditions to at- 
tempt it by revision or supplement.”’ 

It is asserted that many members of the 
presbytery are opposed to the supplemental 
creed, and will evince no hesitation in the 
expression of their opinion today. 

Dr, John H. Boyd, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Evanston, yesterday 
preached a historical sermon on the founding 
and growth of the church. This .sermon 
was a feature of the celebration which is 
now. in progress over the removal of the 
$17,500 debt of the church and over the sixth 
anniversary of the laying of the corner 
stone. Yesterday was also the third anni- 
versary of Dr. Boyd’s pastorate. During 
the afternoon a communion service was held 
and there was a reception to new mem- 
bers. 

The celebration will conc:ude with a ban- 
quet on Tuesday evening in the church 
pariors, at which toasts and speeches wil! 
be delivered. The church was built in 1894 
at a. cost of $68,000, the old one having been 
destroyed by fire the year before. A year 
ago the entire amount of the debt was sub- 
scribed, but it was only last week that the 
last payment was made.

DUMPS A MENACE, 


CITIZENS BEGIN MOVEMENT TO 
SECURE RELIEF. 


Refase Heaps Near Robey and Wolfram 
Streets Offend Residents for Blocks 
Around and Are Said to Breed Dis- 
ease—Abatement of Nuisances De- 
manded Hither by Removal of Gar- 

' bage or Through the Use of Deodor- 

ising Chemicals. 


Property-owners in the vicinity of Nelson 
and Lincoln streets are organizing a con- 
certed movement against the disease-breed- 
ing dumps in that locality. Eugene O. Reed. 
who lives at 508 Nelson street is at the head 
of the movement. He says the campaign 
will be pushed until the nuisance is either 
abated or the dumps are made harmless by 
the use of germ-killing chemicals. 

** We have been forced into this step by the 
lethargy of the City Hall authorities,’’ he 
said yesterday. “‘ The health office appar- 
ently pays no attention to the complaints of 
citizens who have gone to the City Hall in 
delegations of two and three.”’ 

William Reed, Mr. Reed's 19-year-old 
brother, who lives with him, has been con- 
fined to his bed with typhoid ‘fever for two 
weeks. The attending physician, Dr. Tom- 
hagen, has told the family that the foul odors 
which sweep through thé house from the 
neighboring dumps are in a great measure 
responsible for the young man’sillness. The 
Reed residence is located in an ideal resi- 
dence. street, but the house was built before 
the city began dumping garbage in the vicin- 
ity. It is located eight blocks to the north- 
west from the dump at Robey street and 
Noble avenue and directly in the path of two 
cumps in the vicinity of the Luetgert fac- 
tory. 

John P. La Bahn ownes a block of land at 
Paulina street and Diversey boulevard 
which formerly was a clay hole. This has 
been filled with garbage, and on warm nights 
the odors of this cooking and decaying mat- 
ter becomes unbearable for blocks around. 
Two blocks east, near Wolfram street, is a 
half block of ground owned by Charles La 
Bahn, 1900 Ashland avenue. This was a 
clay hole which the city began to use asa 
garbage dump this spring and the residents 
in the vicinity declare it has been a pest- 
breeding spot. 

John Mau, 909 Wolfram street, said he has 
complained at the City Hall several times 
but no action had been taken ky the health 
officials to check the nuisance. John Ala- 
wart, 821 Oakley avenue, said he was forced 
to keep the windows of his home closed the 
greater portion of the day. 

Although’ the temperature was lower yes- 
terday than it has been for several days the 
odors emitted from the Wolfram street dump 
were nauseating and almast unbearable. 
Most of the property-owners in the vicinity 
are Germans, and this, they say, is the prin- 
cipal reason why the City Hall officials have 
ignored thejr complaints. 


NEEDS A REPUBLICAN PAPER. 


People of the South Want One, 
Says D. M. Sholar of New 
Orleans. 


In regard to the need of a Republican paper 
in New Orleans D.'M. Sholar of that city has 
written to THe TRIBUNE saying that the 
time has come when such an enterprise 
would succeed.

“The South sees as the result of the war 
with Spain not Imperialism but new mar- 
kets and an expansion of civilization and 
commerce which is to embrace all lands and 
all people which’ the destiny of nations and 
the valor offAmerican arms have brought 
in subjection to the American flag. 

**The South is learning that not in free trade 
and free silver but in sound money and pro- 
tection does progress and prosperity lie. 

“The South knows that Republicanism 
does not mean imperialism, but thé building 
of an Isthmian Canal, liberal appropriations 
for her rivers and harbors, and for public 
bulldings.

AGE OF DEMOCRACY AT HOME 


New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—** Wealth is 
for the few,"’ says Andrew Carnegie in his 
new book, “ The Gospel of Wealth,” which 
has just been issued and copyrighted by the 
Century company, and adds: *' We accept 
and welcome as conditions to which we must 
accommodate ourselves great inequality of 
environment; the concentration of business, 
industrial and commercial, in the hands of a 
few, and the law of competition between 
these as being not only beneficial but essen- 
tial to the future progress of the race. 

‘“‘Having accepted these,”’ be goes on to 
say, “it follows that there must be great 
scope for the exercise of special ability in the 
merchant and in the manufacturer who has 
to conduct affairs upon a great scale. That 
this talent for organization and management 
is rare among men is proved by the fact that 
it invariably secures enormous rewards for 
its possessor, no matter where or under what 
laws or conditions.”’ 

The question, then, in Mr. Carnegie’s es- 
timation, is: What is the proper mode of 
administering wealth after the laws upon 
which civilization is founded have thrown it 
into the hands of the few? 

In his effort to solve the question he be- 
lieves the thoughtful must shortly say look- 
ing at the usual result of enermous sums 
conferred on legatees: “I would as soon 
leave my son a curse as the almighty 
dollar. 

Favors Heavy Inheritance Tax. 

“By taxing estates heavily at death the 
state marks its condemnation of the selfish 
milionaire’s unworthy life. 

“It is desirable that nations should go 
much further in this direction. And by alt 
means such taxes should be graduated, in- 
creasing rapidly as the amounts swell, until 
of the millionaire’s hoard, as of Shylock’s, 
at least ‘The other half comes to the privy 
coffer of the state.’ 

“This policy would work powerfully to 
induce the rich man to attend to. the adminis- 
tration of wealth during his life, which is the 
end that society should a:waye have in view, 
as being by far the most fruitful for the 


people. | 

“This, then, is the duty of the man of 
wealth: To set am example of modest, unos- 
tentatious living, shunning display or ex- 
travagance; to provide moderately for the 
legitimate wants of those dependent upon 
him, and, after doing so, to consider all! sur- 
plus revenues which come to him simply as 
trust funds which he is called upon to ad- 
minister, and strictly bound, as a matter of 
duty, to administer in the manner which, in 
his judgment, is best called to produce the 
most beneficia! results for the community— 
the man of wealth thus becoming the mere 
trustee and agent for his poorer brethren, 
bringing to their service his superior wis- 
dom, experience, and ability to administer, 
Going for them better than they would or 
could do for themselves. 


Unwise Charity Harmful. 


“It were better for mankind that the mil- 
Mons of the rich were thrown into the sea 
than so spent as to encourage the slothful, 
the drunken, the unworthy. Of every thou- 
sand dollars spent in so-called charity today 
it is probable that $950 is unwisely spent— 
so spent, indeed, as to produce the evils 
which it hopes to mitigate or cure. 

“ He is the only true reformer who is as 
careful and as anxious not to aid the une 
worthy as he is to aid the worthy, and, per- 
haps even more so, for in alms-giving more 
injury is probably done by rewarding vice 
than by relieving virtue. 

“ The rich man is thus almost restricted to 
following the examples of Peter Cooper, 
Enos Pratt of Baltimore, Mr. Pratt of Brook- 
lyn, Senator Stanford, and others, who know 
that the best means of benefiting the com- 
munity is to place within its,reach the lad- 
ders upon which the aspiring can rise—free 
libraries, parks, and means of recreation~ 
by which men are helped in body and mind; 
works of art, certain to give pleasure and im- 
prove the public taste, and public institutions 
of various kinds, which will improve the gen- 
eral condition of the people. 


“ He Who Dies Rich Dies Disgraced.” 


* The day ts not far distant when the man 
who dies leaving behind him millions of 
available wealth, which was free for him to 
administer during life, will pass away ‘ un- 
wept, unhonored, and unsung,’ no matter to 
what uses he leaves the dross which he can- 
not take with him. Of such as these the 
public verdict will then be: ‘ The man who 
dies thus rich dies disgraced.’ 

“The result of my own study of the ques- 


. tlon of what is the best gift which can be 


given a community is that a free library 
occupies the first place, provided the com- 
munity will accept and. maintain it as a 
public institution, as much a part of the 
city property as its public schools, and, in- 
deed, an adjunct to these."’ 


Lack of Labor Arbitrators. 


Touching the labor question, Mr. Carnegie 
says: 

“I would lay it down as a maxim that 
there is no excuse for a strike or a lockout 
until arbitration of differences has been of- 
fered by one party and refused by the other. 

*‘No doubt serious trouble attends even 
arbitration at present from the difficulty of 
procuring suitable men to judge intelligent- 
ly between the disputants. There is a natural 
disinclination among business-men to ex- 
pose their business to men in whom they 
have not entire co ence. 

‘* We lack so far in America a retired class 
of men of affairs. -Our vile practice is to 
keep on accumulating more dollars until we 
die. If it were the custom here, as it isin 
England, for men to withdraw from active 
business after acquiring a fortune this class 
would furnish the proper arbitrators. 

“What we must seek is a plan by which 
the men will receive high wages when their 
employers are receiving high prices for the 
product, and hence are making large profits; 
and, per contra, when the employers are re- 
ceiving low prices for product and therefore 
small if any profits, the men will receive low 


s. 
weit this plan can be found employers and 
employed would be ‘fin the same boat,’ re- 
joicing together in their prosperity and call- 
ing into play their fortitude together in 
adversity. There would be no room for 
quarrels, and instead of a feeling of an- 
tagonism there would be a feeling of parte 
nership between employers and employed.

Then jumping to the question of Anglo- 
Saxon supremacy Mr. Carnegie says: 
“English law is already universal; the 
decisions of the Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington are quoted wherever our lan 
is spoken. Our speech is also the tongue 
of 100,000,000 Anglo-Saxons; our literature 
is also the same, and political institutions 
are rapidly becoming assimilated. The 
world is soon to see this community of 
la , religion, and political forms merge 
into the great Anglo-Saxon democracy. 
“The child now lives who will see every 
English speaking community living under 
institutions founded upon the extremist view 
of the rights of man, as formulated in our 
Declaration of Independence,* without a 
vestige of privilege from birth; without 
or aristocracy; without united church a 
state; without great standing armies, un- 
hampered by primogentiture and _ entail, 
with equal electoral privileges and equal 
districts.”

Mr. Stedman's Anthology. 
“The American Anthology.” By Eé- 
mund Clarence Stedman. Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. 

After continued delay “THR American 
Anthology’ of Edmund Clarence Stedman 
makes its bow to the public. It is the more 
welcome, probably, for having been de- 
ferred so long, marking as it does the close 
of the most distinguished period of Amer- 
ican poetical criticism. This began in 1875 
with Mr. Stedman’s publication of “ The 
Victorian Poets,’’ a critical discourse upon 
the men and women of Great Britain who 
were making the passing century so notable. 
It met with the hearty approval of those 
best competent to judge of its merits. At 
the Queen’s jubilee a supplementary chapter 
was added, giving Americans an opportunity 
to appraise the work of the great number 
of minor singers who had appeared to grace 
the intervening time. In 1885 Mr. Stedman 
performed a similar service for “‘ The Poets 
of America,” his criticisms appearing under 
that title. In 1801 appeared “‘ The Nature

RATES GRADUALLY ASSUMING A 
HARDENING TENDENCY; 


Few Loans Being Made at Figures 
Which Formerly Found Funds Pien- 
tifal — Possibilities of Gold Ship- 
ments Prevented by an Advance in 
Sterling Exchange Rates—Business 
Conditions of Country, as Reflected 

“in Railroad Earnings, Healthful. 


While the general financial situation is 
reasonably heaithful there are spots here 
and there where the conditions are not whol- 
ly satisfactory. One of these, and the one 
in which the business class is naturally the 
most interested, is the strong probabilities 
of a firmer money market than has recently 
prevailed, This will not necessarily mean 
a higher interest rate, though the probabili- 
ties favor a slight increase. It is the logic 
of events that when money for loaning pur- 
poses becomes less plentiful and greater 
caution is taken in making loans, the rates 
become higher. In this market there are 
now practically no funds to be had less than 
5 per cent, and to be accommodated at this 
figure one must be a favored borrower and 
offer the higher grade of securities. 

The bank statement for the week was 
the document on which a firmer money mar- 
ket is predicated. It was not expected to 
make a good showing, and for this reason 


L no local financiers were disappointed. But 


it was plain that the conditions at the mon- 
ey centers were not satisfactory. Expecta- 
tions were for a loss of about $5,000,000 in 
cash holdings of the banks and a reduction 
of about $2,000,000 in reserves. Instead 
of that, the cash holdings fell off $8,500,000, 
of which $5,700,000 was in specie and §2,800,- 
000 in legal tenders, and the reserve was cut 
down nearly $7,000,000, making it but a little 
more than $6,000,000 over legal requirements. 
The explanation is that New York excliange 
is below a shipping rate, and the crop move- 
ment has necessitated heavy withdrawals 
of eurrency. 

Former fears of gold imports appear to 
have passed away. Sterling exchange is 
back to 485 demand and 481% sixty days. 
When there was talk of a flow toward this 
country rates were lower than this. The 
fact which will work against gold ship- 
ments is that on Oct. 5 some $10,000,000 will 
be required in London on account of the 
German loan, and about $7,000,000 on ac- 
count of the British Exchequer loan. These, 
with the Swedish loan, will absorb about 
$20,000,000, and it is extremely doubtful if 
under the circumstances British financial in- 
terests would permit gold shipments. 

Exports of manufactured articles, which 
may properly be considered a reliable trade 
barometer, continue to show a steady and

Sugar Makes an Unusual Drop. 

Trade in wholesale lines continues active. 
The grocery trade was unusually brisk the 
last week. Prices were steady with the ex- 
ception of sugar, which had a sensational drop of 
nearly 40 points. alers are still trying to 
certain the reason forthe decline. Reports f 
the Bast attributed the drop to an impending sugar 
war, but Western representatives of the large 
sugar refiners denied the report, claiming that the 
decline Was simply a reduction in the price toa 
basis more satisfactory to all interests. There was 
another story to the effect that it was caused by 
the appearance of beet sugar on the market. The 
decline, however, comes after the rush sugar sea- 
son is about over, and only the regular consumers 
will be benefited by the reduction. The price on 
Tuesday to the retailer was $6.10 a hundred pounds, 
At the close of Wednesday's budiness it had 
dropped to $5.75, where it still remains.

GOVERNMENT BORROWING LARGE 
SUMS FOR ITS NEEDS. 


Takes Out 23,000,000 Over Its Regular 
Installments —Nearly All of the 
Money Comes from the Banks—Gold 
Supply Diverted by Other Nations— 
Wide Divergence Between Money 
and Discount Rates—Trade Revival 


Not Expected During This Year. 


[Special Cable to the New York Times and 
The Chicago Tribune by A. J. Wilson.) | 

LONDON, Oct.°7.—Our market has fallen 
into quite a slushy state, so far as floating 
credits go. This I expected, but not to the 
extent now seen, in order to allow a sufficient 
margin for the necessities of the govern- 
ment. Last week it got £3,000,000 of new 
money over and above all the regular loan 
installments paid in at the end of the quarter 
to help it pay its ordinary bills, and this 
week, in addition, it borrowed most if not all 


of the dividend money. Its floating debt 


consequently is now at least #£6,000,000 
heavier than it was ten days ago, and all 
this money has been flung upon the market 
by the banks. In addition the Bank of Eng- 


land itself has poured out of the bank £20,- 


000,000 or so it borrowed early last month to 
help stiffen rates. Thus £80,000,000, and per- 
haps £100,000,000, of credit must have 
been released on the market within the last 
ten days, and the result is that the balances 
are frequently unlendable, and week to week 
money is easy at 2% per cent. 
Bill Discounters Hold Up Rates. 

So far the bill discounters have struggled 

to maintain their rates close at 4 per cent in 


‘spite of this deluge of released banking 


credit. They have successfully utilized the 


gold exports bogie, and it was only towards 


the middle of the week that paper falling 
due this year came to be negotiable at 8% 
per cent. How long will the market be able 
to maintain this divergence between the 
money and the discount rates? Just as long 
as it can point to the threat g position of 
the continental and New exchanges. 
We are always liable to have gold taken 
from us in the autumn, and I think the 
prospect of a considerable withdrawal is now 
more pronounced than it has been in any 
recent year. For a moment, however, your 
exchange has recovered slightly and money 
has become somewhat easier in Germany, 
thanks to the enormous increase in active 
circulation. 

The Reichbank and the Frenth bankers, in- 
stead of attempting to draw capital away in 
gold or transfer credits from our market, are 
far the first time since the crisis of 1800 free- 
ly investing their balances in English bills, 
tempted to do so by the higher rate of inter- 
est current here and by the low exchange 
which gives them a promise of additional 
profit. All forees, therefore, are at work 
more or less pronouncedly at the moment 
to induce weakness In the bill market, yet 
yesterday the highest rates quoted were 3% 


to 4 per cent for full three-months’ paper. 


Against these favorable symptoms must be 
placed the still active demand for gold in 
our open market and the scantiest of sup- 
plies. | 


Gold for England Intercepted. 
You are intercepting gold which will not 
come here from Australia, and we are get- 
ting none or next to none from south Africa. 
India, singularly, fought our only standby, 
and the failure of the attempt to set up gold 


currency in that country, and as a corollary 
the decreed gold standard is becoming every 


week more conspicuous. 
All the ear-marked gold that the Simia 


government bought in London and asked the 
Bank of England to put to one side as part 
of the reserve against its paper money cir- 


culating in India has been released again 
and now £500,000, the product of the Indian 
gold mines, has been intercepted by the same 
government on its way home to buy silver. 
Indian mints’ are so busy coining silver 
rupees that they have been compelled to stop 
the production of the British trade dollar, 
which has for some years back been forced 
upon the farther East in order to supplant 
the Mexican dollar. This source of gold sup- 
ply, however, must soon dry up, and there is 
not a market at present able to come to our 


assistance or willing to do so on the current -° 


terms. Therefore I look for the present ease 
to be transitory and still expect an advance 
in the bank rate before the month is out. 
We have not yet joined in the attempt being 
made on your side to advance prices for your 
railroad securities, but you need not be sur- 
prised at that, for the British public fs not at 
present gambling in anything. It sulks and 
says prices are too high. The market is 
willing, eager, in fact, but John Bull refuses
